This Day being the Anniverfary of 
his Majefty’s happy Acceflion to the Throne, the Great 
Guns were fired at the Barracks, aud aafwered by Vollies 
from the Regiments in Garifon, which were drawn out 
on Oxmantown-Green: At Noon their Excellencies the 
Lords Juftices met at the Caftle, and received the Com- 
pliments of the Nobility and other Perfons of Diftinétion ; 
and the Night concluded with Bonfires, Illuminations, 
and all other Demonftrations of Joy. 

On Sunday laft died the Right Reverend Father in 
God, Dr. Nicholas Forrefter, Lord Bifhop of Raphoe, 
who was confecrated Bifhop of Killaloe, Nov. 17, 1714. 
the Firft of George I. in the Room of the Rev. Sir Tho- 
mas Vefey, Bart. promoted to the See of Offory; and 
in 1716 he was tranflated from Killaloe to Raphoe, in 
the Room of the late Dr. Synge, promoted to the Ar- 
chiepifcopal See of Tuam. This Prelate was remarkable 
for his Piety, Virtue, and Learning, and was extremely 
charitable ro the Poor, and all Perfons in Diftrefs, In 
fhort, no Man living ever had, or deferved, a better Cha- 
raéter, nor hath any one died more jultly lamented. 

The fame Day died at Donaghmore in the County of 
Don-gal!, Sir Henry Cairnes, Bart. formerly an eminent 
Banker in London.
